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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record fails to disclose or suggest a method and an apparatus for correcting 
and estimating a state of charge having, among other allowable features, calculating 
representative voltages from battery voltages measured in the respective voltage 
measurement systems in an electronic control unit; calculating voltage correction values 
on the basis of the calculated representative voltages in the electronic control unit; 
correcting the measured voltages of the secondary batteries in the voltage 
measurement systems on the basis of the voltage correction values; and controlling a 
state of charge of the battery system using the corrected measured voltages.
